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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-18 are pending and have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1 -5, 7-1 1 , and 1 3-1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being 
anticipated by "Keyboard-On-Screen program" by Touch Screens, Inc. ("Keyboard") 

Regarding claim 1, "Keyboard" discloses a method for allowing a user to login 
from anywhere in the world utilizing a network, comprising the steps of: 

(a) receiving a request to login from a user; ("Passwords") 

(b) allowing the selection of a language to be used during the login, in 
response to the request ("Includes Spanish, French, Italian... layouts"); and 

(c) displaying a virtual input device (referred to throughout the reference as 
"My-T-Touch") on a display for allowing the user to login utilizing the selected language. 
("Input-Output alt done through just the screen") 

Regarding claim 2, "Keyboard" discloses the method as recited in claim 1 , 
wherein the virtual input device includes a virtual keyboard, (see figures within 
reference) 

Regarding claim 3, "Keyboard" discloses the method as recited in claim 2, 
wherein the virtual keyboard includes alphanumeric characters in the selected 
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language, (see figures within reference; see also "Includes Spanish, French, Italian... 
layouts") 

Regarding claim 4, "Keyboard" discloses the method as recited in claim 1 , 
wherein the request to login is received from the user utilizing a network ("Passwords" 
and "Use with Internet browser..."), and the virtual input device is transmitted utilizing 
the network ("Use with Internet browser..."). 

Regarding claim 5, "Keyboard" discloses the method as recited in claim 1, 
wherein the login includes entering a user name and a password. ("Passwords") 

Claims 7-1 1 and 1 3-1 7 are also rejected since claims 7-1 1 and 13-17 recite a 
computer program product and system respectively that contain the same limitations as 
recited in claims 1-5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for ali 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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6. Claims 6, 12, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over "Keyboard". 

Regarding claim 6, "Keyboard" discloses the method as recited in claim 1 . 

"Keyboard" does not disclose wherein the login is conducted for the purpose of 
accessing a system associated with an apparel industry. 

However, these differences are only found in the nonfunctional descriptive 
material and are not functionally involved in the steps recited. The method for allowing a 
user to login from anywhere in the world utilizing a network would be performed the 
same regardless of the data. Thus, this descriptive material will not distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art in terms of patentability. See In re Gulack, 703 F.2d 
1381, 1385, 217 USPQ 401, 404 (Fed. Cir. 1983); In re Lowry, 32 F.3d 1579, 32 
USPQ2d 1031 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to include the nonfunctional descriptive material with the 
claimed invention because such data does not functionally relate to the steps in the 
method claimed and because the subjective interpretation of the data does not 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention. 

Claims 12 and 18 are also rejected since claims 12 and 18 recite a computer 
program product and system that contain the same limitations as recited in claim 6.
